Summary; 

Victim reported that she went on a date with an acquaintance. Christian DelFterro 

on 3/24/2016. They went to two bars on Capitol Hill where they consumed alcoholic beverages 
over several hours. Before leaving the second bar, they agreed to go back to DelFierro’s apartment 
and watch TV. Up to that point in the date, they had not had any romantic physical contact. While 
watching TV at DelFi erro’s, th ey kissed and then began engaging in sexual contact tha t ultimat ely 
included intercourse. HRRKb stayed the night at DelFierro’s. The following morning. R/jC:J 
woke in DelFierro’s bed with no recollection of what happened after she started drinking at the 
second b ar. She sai d this was highly unusual for her. When she awoke, she said DelFierro was 
“forcing” ^^^^Hhead toward his genitalia and then had her perform oral sex on him to 
completion. states that activity was non-consensual, and that she was too intimidated to 

stop it. After returning to her home, she continued to feel “drug ged.” She alerted her friend to what 
had happened and the two went to the hospital to have complete a sexual assault 

examination. When questioned about this incident, DelFierro confirmed they had sexual 
intercourse, but said it was consensual. He said she did not appear to him to be excessively 
intoxicated, and th at she app eared to be in full control of her actions before, during and after their 
acts. He described HIGH as being the aggressor who initiated each of the sex acts, including oral 
sex on him in the morning. Reports from the Washington State Crime Lab’s examination of the 
Sexual Assault Kit c onfirmed th e presence of male DNA, but showed no indication of unexpected 
substances (drugs) in^^^^H blood at the time of the exam. 


Investigation: 


1. 03/28/2016 - Sgt. Bair assigned me to this investigation. 

2. 03/28/2016, 0845 hours -1 retrieved and reviewed the General Offense Report. I noted 
that the suspect was not identified at this time, but likely could be based on details known 
by the victim. Both the victim and the suspect in this case appear to be adults, and this 
case appears to involve inability/incapacity to consent. I observed that the location of the 
incident was likely within the City of Seattle limits. I noted that the victim lives out of the 
city and was assaulted while visiting. She was scheduled to leave Seattle on 3/27/2016. 
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3. 03/30/2016, 0910 ho urs - Spo ke with SAU Advocate Immerwahr about the complaint. 
She has sent (victim) a contact letter, but has not heard back from her yet. 


0915 hours - Phone call to SFPD/SAU, telephone 415-553-1361. Spoke with 
Sgt. Gra ves. She agreed to have someone from their unit do an in-person interview with 
as needed.

No contact with SPD 
located. 


9. 03/31/2016, 0900 hours - Ran multiple database searches on “Christian del Fierro” and 
confirmed his likely address of 903 Union Street, #417 in Seattle, WA, 98101. 
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10. 0930 hours - C onfirmed SFPD’s willingness to conduct this interview. Sgt. 

Graves requested I provide with Graves’ phone number for scheduling and 

coordination. Sgt. Graves provided the following contact information for herself: 850

establishment, I searched the WA Liquor Board Alcohol Served Permit Checker tool and 
located an active server’s license for del Fierro.

0955 hours - NCIC/III check run on del Fierro. 


14. 1010 hours - Phone call with Provided her with Sgt. Graves’ phone 

number for direct coordination. She agreed to coordinate with SFPD for an interview. 

15. 04/04/201 6, 1329 h ours - Received email notice from SFPD Sgt. Graves advising she had 
scheduled Wfill for a victim interview at their agency for 04/07/2016 at 1000 hours. 


16. 04/07/2016, 1054 hours - Received email from San Francisco PD Sgt. Graves. That 

email contained an interview of HIGH conducted by Sgt. Graves, SFPD #1734 and Sgt. 
-Gesana, SFPD #1494, conducted at SFPD headquarters. 


I later copied HlHlH statement to compact disc (CD) for inclusion with this case file and 
uploaded to DEMS for preservat ion. That recording should be referred to for complete 
details, but in summary, gave the following account:

said she had known DelFierro for about 12 to 18 months before this incident. On 
3/24/2016, she was at the Cha Cha Lounge in Seattle. At about 2200 hours, she drank a 
Prosecco cocktail there. At about 2300 hours she met up with DelFierro in the bar. 
DelFierro bought her two drinks, a beer and a whiskey, which she consumed. Del Fierro 
then purchased her another shot of whiskey. She stepped away from her drink to use the 
restroom and then came back and finished it. She remembered leaving the bar with 
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DelFierro around 0045 to 0100 hours, but she doesn’t remember arriving at the next bar, 
which she identified as the Crescent Lounge. She said DelFierro worked at the Crescent. 
There, she had a “malt liquor beer” there. She remembers nothing more about the night. 


Her next memory was of waking up in DelFierro’s apartment. She was nude and was in 
bed with DelFierro. DelFierro told her that he and she had had sex with each other. She 
said no condom was used. She had no recollection of the act, but said she “found semen in 
(her).” 


As she woke up and began speaking with DelFierro, she described herself as feeling “out of 
it from the night before... woozy and dizzy.” DelFierro put his hand on her head and had 
her perform oral sex on him. She said she “didn’t say no” but instead felt “scared” and 
“obligated” to engage in that act. 


After that act, DelFierro and

said she felt 


engaged in intercourse. Again, | 

“obligated” to engage in this act and “scared” about not doing so. DelFierro did not wear a 
condom in this sex act and she believed he ejaculated during this act. When asked for 


clarification around why she was fearful 
about her “almost knocking over his cocaine

said she saw DelFierro get “visibly upset’ 
That made her not want to “mess with him.” 


When she left the apartment she said she “felt confused” and “disoriented” still.

said DelFierro did not make any direct threats to her in this incident. 


i(d) 


said she “felt strange from other nights when she had drunk,” which was the only 
thing that made her feel that she might have been drugged in some way. 


She confirmed that she had gone to the hospital the following day and completed a sexual 
assault examination.

I 
spoke to Corwen, who was bartending. He talked to Steve, the owner, who confirmed 
they had cameras but wasn’t sure how far back the recordings went. He asked me to 
return on 4/15 to speak with Steve about specifics. While I was there, I determined there 
were seven interior and one exterior camera in the lounge. 

The Cha Cha Lounge was not open at the time of this area check. 

19. 04/15/2016, 0945 hours - Met with Scott from Crescent Lounge management who 
assisted me in reviewing their video system for usable images from the night of this 
assault. We determined that the video had been “overwritten” and no footage for the night 
was available. Scott also checked the bar log from the night of the incident and said there 
were no incidents or notations of unusual activity logged.

she might have been drugged on her date. saidJHPW “knows the feeling

Per the recording, his 
voicemail service was not set up and no message could be left. 
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30. 6/7/2016 1104 hours - Telephone interview of del Fierro. That interview was audio- 
recorded and should be referred to for complete details. In summary, del Fierro provided 
the following account:

He knew 


as a patron of a bar he worked at (The Cresent Lounge). He didn’t have 
a dating relationship, and went out with her once, two to three months ago. He said that 
■Ml] was in town for the weekend and asked him if he had plans for that night. He 
agreed to meet at Cha Cha lounge. There, each had 2-3 drinks over 1.5-2 hours 
Then they went to the Crescent Lounge. There, del Fierro had 2 more drinks and | 
had one more. They had no physical or romantic contact when they were out. They went 
back to his house to watch TV. Del Fierro said both were “a little drunk.” They watched 
TV, and at some point he asked if it was ok if he could kiss her. She didn’t say anything, 
but instead, moved in and kissed him. That led to them having “absolutely consensual” 
sex. Several times during sex he had to ask her to “calm down” because it was too much 
for him and it was causing pain. Del Fierro said that while they were having sex, it got to 
the point he was asking her, “please, please stop, I have to get up for work.” It was too 
much. 


Del Fierro woke up the next morning with Hml giving him oral sex on him. He didn’t 
give her consent to that (“absolutely didn’t”). He said he “very awkwardly had to usher 
her out” of his home so he could get to work. That was the last time he talked to her. 


Before she left, asked if they could see each other again, but del Fierro said he 

was busy. He hasn’t had any more contact with her since they had sex. 


When asked what “absolutely consensual” looked like and how did he know it was 
consensual, he said after they kissed, he got up and said he was confused about where thi s 
was going. He knew she had a partner and was unsure of what was h appening . 
reportedly descried herself to him as being in an “open relationship.” then stood 

up and took all her clothes off. She then reached for his pants and he “went along with it”. 
During intercourse he would ask if it was ok. She would say, “keep going, keep going.” 


Del Fierro reported that they had intercourse twice that night, 
but del Fierro asked her to stop.

started a third time, 


After the first intercourse, they talked and 


i(d) 


shared that she intentionally wore the 
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matching bra and panties, thinking she would “get laid tonight.” 


During the course of the night del Fierro saidHIGM became much more verbal and 
sexually aggressive. She was “very there, very intelligent. There was no stammering, no 
slurring of words.” 


Del Fierro confirmed that he tends bar at Crescent. He says he knows “absolutely” a 
when a person is showing signs of intoxication. He can “definitely judge when someone 
is too far...” He can tell when someone is inebriated. He said if he were a bartender that 
night, he said he would have been comfortable serving her “one more” dri nk based on her 
level of intoxication. He believed her senses were “intact.” 


Del Fierro said he “did nothing sexually pressuring.” 

He said she did not seem “out of it” at any time either that night or the following morning. 


The “one thing that really bothered” del Fierro about their interaction was the way he 
woke up. She was very pressing and very aggressive about (oral sex). He claimed to be 
“very much so surprised” by her act. He said the morning oral sex ended when he 
ejaculated. He said he initially tried to pull away, and as he did that, she went in further. 
He “melted, and gave up fighting... after three or five minutes (he) ‘succumbed’ to it.” 


After he ejaculated, he reported that 


i(d) 


“climbed on top” of him. He told her, “I 


can’t, I can’t I can’t. I have to go to work.” She seemed disappointed, but they didn’t talk 
about it. 


When asked, he said he did not know of any other substances that she was on beside 
alcohol. He said she told him about a “vague medical condition” she had, but he didn’t 
know of any medicines she took. As far as he knows, she didn’t smoke any marijuana. 

He said say that he did smoke marijuana before they met up. He said he didn’t consume 
anything besides alcohol or marijuana. 

When asked about knocking over cocaine, he said he didn’t have cocaine at his house. He 
said she did knock over a beer, and admitted that he got upset about that, sarcastically 
saying, “Well my deposit’s fucked now!” 
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Del Fierro denied putting anything in 


i(d) 


drink that night. (“No sir. Absolutely 


not.”) He identified several people from the Crescent who were at the bar that night, but 
he didn’t know if she talked to any of them that night. Those people were: 

Taylor Nelson - Security 
Mark Anderson - Bartender 
Evan Thomas - off duty worker 


Del Fierro confirmed his current address is 902 Union #417, 98101. He said he is an 
Asian male, with black hair and brown eyes. 


31. 06/09/2016, 1726 hours - Per my agreement with del Fierro, I emailed him my contact 
information and requested he call me if he had any questions. 

32. 07/19/2016, 0702 hours - Request for status update sent to WSP Crime Lab. 

33. 08/17/2016, 1405 hours - Received email notice from WSP (Jodi Sass) advising the case 
had been assigned for analysis there. 

34. 09/21/2016, 0819 hours - Emailed WSP requesting a status on the examination of this 
evidence. 


35. 10/3/2016, 0800 hours - Received WSP Crime Lab report for analysis done on the SA 
Examination. Results identified male DNA was located and entered into CODIS with no 
matches found. Refer to the report for details. Copy to case file. 

No Toxicology results were with the Crime Lab report. 


36. 10/5/2016, -1300 hours - P/C to the WSP Toxicology Lab. They confirmed that the

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Summary : 


Jamie Tilton reported being drugged by a male, then raped at gunpoint at some point in the four 
days before 4/2/2016. She identified the male suspect as Nathaniel B. Simon. She and Simon had 
an on-and-off dating relationship since the summer of 2015, when they lived near one another in 
the Aloha Inn. 


Investigation : 

1. 04/04/2016 - Sgt. Bair assigned me to this investigation. 

2. 04/05/2016, 0845 hours -1 retrieved and reviewed the General Offense Report. I noted 
that the suspect was not identified, and that there was a reference to SPD GO #2016- 
94658. I retrieved and reviewed that report, noting it to be a behavioral crisis report 
involving the same victim as this case. Tilton mentioned the name of “Nathaniel Simon” 
in that case and identified him as someone she was afraid of. There was no other context 
around that mention. 

3. 04/06/2016, 1500 hours -1 researched Simon in RMS. I located case #2016-117014 from 
04/05/2016. In that case, Simon was contacted by North Patrol and arrested for an 
outstanding out-of-county warrant. Tilton was also involved in that case, and she 
identified Simon as the man who allegedly raped her. The officer determined that Tilton 
was in a behavioral crisis in that case and provided her with crisis response services. 

4. 1515 hours -1 researched Simon in King County BARS system and 
determined he was still in their custody on the Whitman County warrant. 

5. 1530 hours - Phone call to King County Crisis Services regarding Tilton. She 
is not tiered with any known mental health resources, but did use the DESC “drop in 
center” (216 James St.) on 4/5/2016. 

6. 1540 hours - Based on information mentioned by Tilton and reported in 
Officer Stone’s report (specifically, that Simon reportedly carved “Do Not Resuscitate” on 
the chest of a former girlfriend), I researched Simon online and found news reports from 
2011 substantiating that incident. 
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7. 1545 hours - Email to SPD Vice Unit to determine if there was any 

prostitution history or involvement known for Tilton or Simon. Per Det. Brathwaite, none 
is known. 


8. 1600 hours - Researched SPD case 16-868, a sexual assault complaint by 
Tilton from January of this year that identifies Simon as the suspect. I noted that “case 
managers” from the Aloha Inn (Catholic Community Services) were referenced in that 
report. I noted in that case that SAU Det. Jamieson attempted to investigate that 
allegation, but Tilton did not come in for an interview and she then stopped responding to 
his contact attempts. 

9. 1605 hours - Phone call to Mallory Gustaz, Program Manager at the Aloha. 
Message left requesting call-back to discuss the January case. 

10. 1615 hours - Ran criminal history checks on both Simon and Tilton. For 
Simon, I located a lengthy history of felony and misdemeanor convictions, including 
multiple violent, weapon-involved crimes as well as an old (1983) history of 
pimping/pandering in California. I located no criminal or arrest history on Tilton. 

11. 1730 hours - Responded to the King County Jail (Seattle) and interviewed 
Simon. That conversation was audio recorded and should be referred to in its original 
form for complete details. However, key points are summarized below. 

Simon was read his Miranda warning rights and agreed to continue the conversation. 

Simon and Tilton had been dating since October or November of 2015. During that time, 
Simon stated that other residents in the Aloha Inn tried to separate them because they 
thought he was “no good for her.” 

Simon portrayed their relationship as tumultuous, noting that Tilton has many medical 
problems for which she takes large quantities of prescription medications. Simon stated 
these medications alter Tilton’s level of consciousness and creates lethargy to the point 
where she refuses to move. 


Concerning the reported assault on New Year’s Eve, Simon stated he and Tilton agreed to 
go on a “date” overnight to the Marco Polo Inn motel. They took Tilton’s car there. They 
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arrived there at about 4PM. He was expecting that the two of them would ‘have sex’ 
there. He took luggage up to room, but Tilton remained in the car. He kept “flagging” 
Tilton to come up. She was in the car looking for her meds. She said she couldn’t come 
up without her meds. She remained in the car looking for the meds and Simon kept telling 
her they were up in the room. He kept telling her to come up to the room, which was right 
in front of where the car was parked. She refused, staying in the car for the next four 
hours. Simon went back to the car and tried to convince her to come up to the room. 

Simon said he took cell phone videos of her behavior in the car. 


At around 8PM, Tilton got out of the car. She told Simon she was gonna kill him, and 
asked him if she wanted her to suck his dick so she could have her meds. Simon believed 
she was not serious about those statements and continued trying to get her to come up to 
the room. She remained outside the car flailing around. 

Eventually, at about 9PM Simon went to the front desk and told “the hotel guy” Tilton 
was having a diabetic fit “or something.” That employee offered to help Simon get Tilton 
up to the room. Together they “fireman carried her up” to their room. 

Simon said she was still “going through it.” He thought that maybe if she took a shower, 
she’d feel better. He helped her get out of her clothes to get a shower. He had to help 
move to the shower. She was still “screaming and carrying on” calling him racial epithets 
and berating him. He was trying to lift her and they fell several times together. Tilton 
accused Simon of hitting her. They finally made it to the shower where Simon helped her 
bathe. 


After the shower, he helped her to the bed where she laid down. In the bed Tilton smoked 
“for two hours and four packs of cigarettes.” Because of Tilton’s lethargy, Simon held her 
cigarettes as she smoked. He called that ‘exhausting’. Finally, he went to sleep. When he 
woke up at around 4PM, she was dressed and wanted to leave. She said she wanted to go 
to the hospital. Simon said Tilton was still “screwed up” and wasn’t able to drive, so they 
checked out of the hotel and he drove her to Swedish Hospital. He left her there and took 
the bus back to the Aloha Inn. 


Simon broke up with Tilton after that incident. 

Simon denied having any sexual contact at all with Tilton at the hotel. He also denied 
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ever being physically violent with Tilton. (“I did not at any time take all these actions, 
and... choke, or hit her, or anything else...”) 


Simon stated Tilton has fibromyalgia and suffers from mental health conditions that 
include delusions. This gets worse when she “overmedicates.” 


Simon described a usual behavior of Tilton was to get into stupors at the Aloha, and said 
that she would sit in her car for hours where she would take her meds, smoke and drink 
coffee. 


Simon moved out of the Aloha and into Patrick’s Place in February 22, 2016. They 
rekindled their relationship and Tilton began staying off-and-on at his new apartment. 

About three weeks before this interview, Simon broke up with Tilton again because of her 
“fits” and the disturbances she caused at his new apartment. 

Simon noted that he lost his gun rights and hasn’t had a gun since 1976. (Tilton alleged 
that he held her at gunpoint at one time in their relationship, something that Simon denies 
ever doing.) 

Concerning their sexual involvement with one another, Simon said he and Tilton had sex 
“eight times.” Four times in the Aloha, none at the Marco Polo, then four times since he 
moved into Patrick’s Place. He said it was never rough sex, and never non-consesual. He 
stated that Tilton has yelled at him before, threatening that she would call the police and 
tell them he raped her. 

He said he hasn’t seen her since telling her to leave Patrick’s Place. He believes Tilton’s 
mother lives “right up the street” from him. 

Simon denied “pimping out” Tilton, as she had alleged. He believed Tilton formerly 
worked as a prostitute in Alaska in the late-1970’s. He did not know her to work as a 
prostitute in Washington State. He said he denied ever causing physical harm to Tilton in 
any way. 

Despite not claiming to understand Tilton’s motivation, Simon portrayed a pattern of 
Tilton filing police reports after him breaking up with her. This happened in January,

2016 and then again in March-April, 2016 

Simon confirmed that he regularly took Tilton to the BartelTs on 15 th NW and Market 
Street to get her medicines. He said he had been there with her last about three weeks ago. 
He denied there was any altercation between him and her ever at BartelTs. He said she did 
get into an argument with an employee there on their last joint visit there. 

At the conclusion of the interview, Simon made clear that he wanted “nothing to do with 
Jamie Tilton” anymore. 


12. 04/07/2016, 1148 hours - Phone call to Jamie Tilton on (cell) 206-890-5330. That 
number belongs to Aloha Case Manager Eddie Mahon. He said Tilton no longer lives at 
the Aloha and had no current cell phone number for Tilton. 

13. 1200 hours - Phone call to secondary number for Tilton (206-474-4445). That 
number had an automated message stating that the person at that number could not accept 
incoming calls at this time. 

14. 1205 hours - Phone call to DESC’s Drop-in Resource Center where Tilton 
reportedly took services recently. They advised she was presently at the Crisis Diversion 
Facility (CDF) and provided me with telephone number 206-682-2371. 


15. 1210 hours - Phone call to CDF. They confirmed Tilton was at their facility 
and they agreed to pass on my number so she could call me. 

16. 1225 hours - Phone call from Tilton. That call was audio recorded and should 
be referred to for complete details. Tilton presented with significantly pressured, rapid 
speech and was difficult to keep focused on a singular subject for any significant amount 
of time. Throughout the conversation she displayed paranoid, delusional thoughts that 
seemed to be only somewhat grounded in reality. She said she was staying at the Crisis 
Solution Center (CSC) for the time being because she was being “abused” by her mother 
and could not stay with her. 

Without prompting, Tilton claimed Simon assaulted her at Walgreens in Ballard “two 
weeks or less ago by gunpoint... date raped” her and she wound up in “Cherry Hospital.” 
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She claimed Simon was “mining her life” 


She also said she was “afraid of the police department” because they “assaulted” her 
recently. She referenced the “Lincoln Towing disaster” (crisis call #16-86924) as proof of 
that. 


Said she believed she was in a locked facility (CSC is not locked) that she called a “safe 
house” for people who had been traumatized. She agreed to an interview 

I told her Simon had been arrested on the warrant, which seemed to cause her significant 
joy and relief. She said she was going to do a restraining order against him “today.” 

She told me, “Since you guys arrested him now, I’m going to make sure he gets the death 
penalty. I know we don’t have it here, but guess what, he’s been doing crimes in Alaska 
and Washington and Hawaii, and I’ve been in Alaska a third of the time and they have the 
death penalty. He has killed many women, assaulted many women, identity theft. He is an 
evil monster. He used to be a horrible pimp in Alaska and Hawaii.” 

She then talked about moving in to Simon’s apartment building. She insisted that he 
wouldn’t be able to move back into his apartment because of his criminal history. When I 
challenged her on that, she became emotionally escalated, claiming that if he has “even a 
hint of a sexual crime” he’ll be kicked out of low-income housing and then she could 
move in. She claimed to have a “genius level IQ” and to know the laws in Seattle, and 
that she could “get him right now.” When I said I didn’t think (his eviction based on the 
criteria she was talking about) was going to happen, she said, “I know it’s going to 
happen. I’m going to make it happen.” 

She claimed to have been his “sex slave” for the past six months and said, “My goal here 
is... He’s a sick serial... sex offender/criminal.” “He is a very sick individual and he 
should be back in jail.” 

At the conclusion of the interview, we agreed to an in-person interview at police 
headquarters at 1400 hours on 4/13/2016. 

17. -1245 hours -1 phoned “Barb” at CSC. She confirmed that Tilton was in a 

manic state, and was in need of mental health services, but that she was not currently 
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receptive to that treatment. Barb said she would assist Tilton with getting to SPD HQ on 
Wednesday for the interview. 


18. 04/13/2016, 0905 hours - Phone call to CSC. Tilton is still staying there, but they didn’t 
know if she was planning on being at today’s interview at headquarters. 


19. 0935 hours - Phone call to Mallory Gustave, Program Director for the Aloha 
Inn. Reached her on (206) 283-6020. She provided an audio-recorded statement that I 
later copied to CD for inclusion with this case file and uploaded to DEMS for 
preservation. That recording should be referred to for complete details. However, during 
the conversation, Gustave did not provide any evidence supporting or refuting the 
allegation being made by Tilton. 

20. 1200 hours - Phone call to Patrick Place Program Director Randy Costello to 
discuss Simon’s tenancy and determine viability of CCTV images in front of Simon’s 
door. Called on (206) 737-9255. No answer. Voicemail left. 


21. 1300 hours - Facebook search conducted on Tilton and Simon. Pages found 

on both. No substantial information found on Simon’s page. On Tilton’s page, I located 
multiple posts relating to wither Simon and her allegation of rape or the Seattle PD. 
Those publicly-viewable posts included the following (Copied directly from Tilton’s 
page):

22. 1400 hours - Tilton did not show for the scheduled interview. 

23. 1710 hours - Phone call to Tilton at the Crisis Diversion Facility (CDF). The 
call was recorded and should be referred to for complete details. In summary, Tilton said 
she chose not to come to the interview today because she “didn’t trust” the police, and 
said she would only meet with me outside of the police department. She reported that she 
went to court today to receive a restraining order and the judge told her that Simon wasn’t 
in custody, so she wouldn’t issue an order for protection. When I told her that was 
incorrect, she became defensive. Tilton was difficult to focus and continually went off on 
tangents involving “corrupt” SPD officers who “assaulted” her and her car being 
impounded to Lincoln towing. 

Ultimately, I agreed to attempt to meet with her tomorrow at the CDF to conduct the 
interview. 


24. 1745 hours - Phone call to Lincoln Towing to determine the status of her car. 
Spoke with Raquel. She advised that Tilton’s car was brought to them on 3/12/2016 and 
was auctioned off on 4/2/2016. 

25. 04/14/2016, 1206 hours - Made contact at Patrick Place 4251 Aurora Ave N., where 
Simon lives. I spoke with Case Manager Brady Morrella. He recalled Tilton as a “daily” 
and often overnight visitor to Simon’s apartment. He said visitors must sign in at their 
building. He researched the visitor logs and determined that Tilton’s earliest sign in was 
on 1/29/2016. (Simon moved in about two weeks prior to that date.) The last time Tilton 
was a signed-in visitor at the apartment was on 3/5/2016. After that visit, Morrella 
recalled Simon telling management staff that Tilton and he had a falling out, and he 
requested they remove her from his “approved guest list.” Morrella said that removal 
went into formal effect on 3/7/2016. He said he had not heard of/nor seen Tilton at the 
property since that time. 

When he recalled seeing Tilton and Simon together in the facility, Morrella said he did not 
recall any drama or problems between them. 
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Morrella confirmed the building had a video camera system, but that the system only 
stores two weeks’ worth of footage. 


26. -1300 hours -1 arrived at the Crisis Solution Center to interview Tilton. On 
arrival, Case Managers Michelle Auden and Taylisha Hill advised me that Tilton had 
checked out of the facility about 90 minutes earlier. They said she violated the rules the 
day before (relating to times she was required to be present in the building) and was told 
she had to leave today. They provided her with shelter information, but didn’t know 
where she planned to stay. They called her a cab for transport to the Social Security office 
on 2 nd Ave downtown, which is where Tilton wanted to go. Auden said Tilton provided 
the “Real Change” office as her mailing address. That address is 96 S. Main Street, 
Seattle. 

27. -1315 hours -1 heard a voicemail from Tilton that she left on my work desk 
phone today before leaving CSC. She said she was leaving CSC, but would “be in touch.” 
She provided a phone number of 206-474-4445. I phoned that number but received a 
message saying the subscriber couldn’t take calls on that number at this time. 

28. -1340 hours -1 went to the Social Security office and determined that Tilton 
was not present there. 

29. 05/12/2016, 1005 hours - Phone call to Jamie Tilton to attempt to follow up on this case. 
Received automated message indicating, “The subscriber you have dialed is not in 
service.” 

I checked Facebook and determined Tilton had made no public posts there since mid- 
March. 

RMS check identified CRISIS call 2016-142380 phoned in by Tilton. I located phone 
number (206) 841-9553 as the phone Tilton used to call that in. 

30. 1015 hours - Phone call to 206-841-9553 in an attempt to contact Tilton. No 
answer. Voicemail left requesting call-back. 
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31. 6/1/2016, 1500 hours - Met with Mallory Gustafson at the Aloha Inn. Requested she look 
through Tilton’s file for documentation involving these allegations against Simon. She 
agreed, but said if anything is found, we would have to provide a release of information 
signed by Tilton. 

32. 6/24/2016, 1519 hours - Received voicemail from Tilton. She requested a call-back, 
stating that Simon had been continuing to “stalk” her. (Note: I was out of the office on a 
training assignment from 6/20-6/24/2016.) 


33. 6/25/2016, 1435 hours - P/C to Tilton at 206-841-9553. She advised that S/Simon is 
stalking her. In support of this, she said that S/Simon went to the Real Change office on 1 st 
and Main where Tilton gets papers to sell. He has no affiliation with Real Change. 
V/Tilton was in the bathroom in the back office at the time. When she came out of the 
bathroom, one of the workers told her that an African American gentleman fitting Simon’s 
description was “asking everyone about me.” This happened on 6/23/2016 around 1000 
hours. She wasn’t sure the names of those who were working in the office at the time. 
Later, she saw S/Simon across the street from the 87 th and Greenwood Safeway where she 
sells Real Change. She is going to court on Monday 6/27 for a NCO. She has pepper spray 
now because she is afraid of him. She still wishes to press charges against S/Simon for 
sexual assault. She is staying at a shelter called Hammond House. She will be there until 
she receives housing. She sees Simon 2-3 times a day, and not just on the bus. He hides 
in the back when she is on the bus. She knows that he wants to kill her because of the 
sexual assault case she has against him. 

34. 6/28/2016, 1425 hours - NCIC/WWCIC search completed. No orders found between 
V/Tilton and S/Simon. 


35. 1425 hours - P/C to V/Tilton seeking information on the TRO, the name of the 
Real Change employee who witnessed S/Simon in their office, and the bus numbers 
(routes) she has seen S/Simon following her on. VM left. 

36. 6/29/2016, 1455 hours - P/C from V/Tilton. She said a TRO had been issued, but was 
unsure if it had been served on him. I checked and determined that the order is not yet in 
the WWCIC system. 
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37. 6/30/2016, 1100 hours - Checked WWCIC. No order found. 


38. 1510 hours - P/C to S/Simon. He advised that he had changed phones after 
being released from Whitman County Jail and he didn’t believe he had the previously- 
mentioned texts anymore. He agreed to provide the old phone for forensic examination if 
there appeared to be any way to retrieve those messages. 

S/Simon continued denying any criminal acts against Tilton, specifically stating that he 
has never threatened her, never assaulted her and never possessed a firearm since knowing 
her. He said he heard recently through others that Tilton is accusing him of stealing her 
car and her possessions, which he also denied. 

Concerning the recent allegation of “stalking” made by Tilton, S/Simon confirmed he had 
seen Tilton three times on busses since being released from Jail. The first time was two 
days after returning to the Seattle area (from Whitman County), and the most recent time 
was three days ago. He said these were random encounters, and he did not speak to her in 
any of them. He said he purposely avoided contact with her and intended on continuing to 
do so. I recommended he disembark or leave the area if he found himself on the same bus 
or in the same are as Tilton. He agreed that he would do that. 

39. 8/8/2016, 1845 hours - met with Marco Polo General Manager Jonathan Marshall. He 
researched any records on Tilton/Simon’s 12/31/2015 stay. He had no recollection of 
them, and said he did not recall any disturbances around that time. He located their 
registration card for the stay and provided me with a copy of it. He noted from the 
handwriting that he was not the person who checked them in. He believed the person who 
did was Harry Chu, the motel owner. He said Mr. Chu would be in on Wednesday. 

40. 8/31/2016, -1200 hours - No contact received from Mr. Chu. P/C to Marco Polo 
requesting he call me. 

41. 1625 hours - P/C from Mr. Chu. He had no recollection of any disturbance on 
the night of New Year’s Eve or day. 

42. 9/2/2016 - No evidence has been located through this investigation to support an 
allegation of rape (or any other of the many allegations made) against Simon. Case 
recommended for closure as unfounded by follow-up unit.

Summary : 


On Friday 2-3-20U, victimwas at a party in the building located at Occidental Ave 

Soudi in die City of Seatde. Tlie party was on die fourth door of that building. During die party, she 
met several people, one of whom was a black male with a light compledon, medium build widi 
distinctive cornrow-type braids.

Toward die end of die party, in the early-morning hours of Saturday 2-4-2017, 
accompanied die unknown male and two odier unidentified mal es the first floor of that same building 
where die unknown male had a workspace vide o studio in u nit While in the unit, die other 

males who w ere with the unknown suspect and came in and out of the suite. In the unit, 

IwMleifJeS was served two drinks by the unknown suspect. These were poured out of her sight, but 
she believed diey were Crown Royal whiskey, from a large botde of that liquor that was in the room. 
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Shortly after receiving those drinks, HIGIH began feeling atypically unsteady and believed she 
might have been drugged. As she started feeling this way, the unknown male began making forceful 
sexual advances on her. Specifically, he attempted to forcibly remove her jeans. When she protested, 
verbally telling him “no” repeatedly, he became more forceful and removed a pistol from a drawer in 
the unit. The male brandished the pistol at the victim and continued removing her pants. At the same 
time, the male removed his penis from his pants and masturbated in front of the victim. Once her 
pants were off, the victim reported that the male touched her vagina. 


As hGM continued to protest, the male became agitated and began accusing the victim of 
having stolen money from him. He the demand ed money fro m the victim. She said she did not have 
any money on her, at which time the male struck repeatedly on her head with the pistol. 

He took her cell phone from her at this time. 


Fearing for her life, the victim told the suspect that she could get money out of her car. The suspect 
followed the victim to her car. At the time, the victim left the unit, she was not wearing shoes as she 
had left them in the unit. Once in her car, the victim locked herself in and sounded the car alarm. 
This caused the suspect to retreat back into the building. 

The victim, now hysterical, flagged down a passer-by who called the police on her behalf. 

Responding patrol officers conducted an investigation and were directed to Unit #uH Through a 
small opening in a window covering in that unit, they observed a partially-consumed Crown Royal 
liquor bottle and a pair of women’s high-heel shoes on a coffee table in the middle of that room. 
Those officers also noted the presence of video and security video equipment placed at the unit and 
appearing to surveil the unit itself. 

The officers made contact with the building’s property manager and observed security video for the 
building. One camera view looked directly down the hall toward the entrance to unit That 

camera showed the victim and three males entering and exiting the unit. The property manager also 
viewed the footage and identified the light-skinned male with cornrow braids as suspect Eugene 
Guess. 


As this investigation progressed, refused to cooperate with this investigator and ceased 

all communication. The case was closed as Pending Further Information. 
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Investigation : 

1. 2-4-2017,1140 hrs. I received a call from Sgt. Monroe. I missed that call and returned it at 1208 
hrs. At that time, Sgt. Monroe explained the need for an SAU response to this incident and 
assigned me to the case. 

2. 2-4-2017,1240 hrs. I made phone contact w ith t he Ofc. Culbertson at the scene. He confirmed 
he and his partner were standing by at suite which they identified as the likely scene. They 
had called the building property manager, Witness to the building to review security video 
and were awaiting his arrival. Ofc. Culbertson confirmed they had “locked down” the suite, and 
that no one was believed to be inside. Ofc Culbertson advised me that the victim had been taken 
away in hysterics and was presendy at Harborview Hospital (“HMC”) with Officer Yahia standing 
by. Ofc. Culbertson provided me with a brief outline of the incident as it was presendy known. 
He advised that the victim reported being drugged, and that at least part of this incident involved 
the use of a firearm by the suspect. 


3. 2- 4-2017,12 51 hrs. I called Ofc. Yahia. He confirmed he was at HMC and was standing by with 
He told me she had recently been sedated because of her elevated agitation and that 
she was presently asleep. I requested Ofc. Yahia ensure the Social Work and attending medical 
staff know that the allegation involved a possible drug facilitated sexual assault, and to request they 
collect blood and urine samples as soon as possible.

I 
observed a table in the middle of the room that had — among other items — women’s high-heel 
shoes and an empty bottle of Crown Royal whiskey. Fro m my brie fing with the officers, I 
understood these items were relevant to the offense, as V reported exiting the suite 
without her shoes and did so after consuming Crown Royal wh iskey . Based on these details, as 
well as my own brief review of security camera footage that W/^H was reviewing, I believed this 
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was likely the scene of the reported crime. I tasked the officers with continuing to surveil the suite 
until I could interview the victim and potentially obtain a warrant to search the suite.

“Marcus” started hitting her and he 
grabbed her throat. He pulled a “long silver gun out of a drawer” and held it to her head. He then 
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hit her with it on her head. She recalled telling him, “if you need money, I have money,” and that 
she didn’t have to steal from anybody. She left the suite when “Marcus” briefly went out of the 
room. He followed her as she “went in the car” and “Marcus” said “OK, we’re gonna go pull out 
my money.” She said “Marcus” took her phone from her and kept it, making her unable to call 
for help. She locked herself in the car, and “Marcus” walked back into the building. He kept her 
phone. 


On questioning about sexual assault, she became very emotional. She remembered 

“Marcus” pulling his (penis) out and she remembered telling him to “please stop.” She said she 
didn’t really remember too much, but she confirmed her clothing was pulled off. She didn’t know 
if the two of them had sex, but she did recall being “touched.” She said she remembered him 
saying that she had his money, and he was taking off her clothes. She confirmed that “Marcus” 
touched her on her “butt” and her “private parts” that she then confirmed was her vaginal area. 
She said “Marcus” touched her with his hand. 


V/BHffl became emotional and unable to continue providing details about this assault. I 
stopped the interview and turned her care over to the SANE nurse.

Based on that email, I affixed Judge Erick’s approval to the warrant and 
attached the approving email. 


12.2-4-2017, ~1710 hrs. SAU Det. Hatzenbuehler and I returned to the scene and initiated the 
sea rch w arrant with Officers Moore and Culbertson. We used a building master key provided by 
W/H to avoid damaging the building. We provided two loud “knock-and-announcements” 
separated by a period of time sufficient for anyone inside to respond to the door. There was no 
response. We opened the door and delayed entry, assessing for movement. There was none. We 
entered and swept the small suite. There were no people found within. We then executed the 
warrant by first photographing the entirety of the suite in the state we found it. I photographed 
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items identified as authorized for seizure as we located them. Upon completion, I re¬ 
photographed the suite as we left it, paying particular attention to photograph the multiple 
valuable electronic items left behind that were not authorized for seizure. 


During the search, we located and seized multiple items. Of particular note, was a .45 caliber 6” 
barrel chrome Ruger revolver, seized from the suite’s “office” and two baggies with suspected 
narcotics seized from a photo studio room. (Based on the location of the alcohol bottles and the 
victim’s shoes, I suspected the photo studio might have been the “other room” the suspect 
entered to pour her whiskey drink.)
